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Navy Lt. 


| Contrary to 
popular belief

Several weeks ago | came across a 
young man with a long reddish curly 
beard, strong hints of a southern accent, 
expressing a determined and calculated 
commitment against the war in Southeast 
Asia and war in general 

Gordon Piland, a member of the Bay 
Area Concerned Military (Bacom), a 
group of active duty GI’s opposed to the 
war, actively organizing to protect the 
lives of other GI’s via the preservation of 
their rights 

But the circumstances surrounding 
Gordon Piland begin with the title the 
Pentagon has attached to the beginning of 
his name, and how he came about getting 
that title, and what he is doing now: Lt. 
J.G. Gordon Piland, a 1969 graduate of 
the U.S. Naval Academy Annapolis, 
Maryland. 

Gordon had gone to Annapolis right 


out of high school: 18 years old, 
hometown Winston-Salem, North 
Carolina, not committed one way or 


another with regard to war, isolated in 
the academy for fcur years as a 
mathematics major, going through the 
rigorous course of a midshipman, ignoring 
the hazing and other corosive repressive 
activities of the academy, while never 
really exposing himself to the attitudes 
outside the academy or the Navy. 

Then, upon graduation, came a stint 
aboard ship, spending two years waiting 
for the regulations of the Navy to pass, 
regulations that say an academy graduate 
must wait two years upon graduation 
before applying to medical school, with 
the cost to the individual being an 
additional five years of service after 
graduation as a navy doctor. Gordon 
Piland waited, following the Navy 
regulations, because he wanted a career 
that helped people, not killed them. But 
the Navy replied, “‘request denied,” and 
Gordon Piland was assigned to a school to 
become an advisor to the South 
Vietnamese Navy~—a school where he 
could learn how to kill, so that he could 
relay this information to others so that 
they could better rid the earth of another 
human being. 

But the external influences, and the 
internal ones began to bring some new 
questions to Gordon’s mind. What was 
this all for? What was it all about? 

Over the summer of 1971 he made a 
new decision, a new determination— what

Gordon Piland described an an expansion, 
and a change of consciousness. In the first 
days cf Septemberhe filed for the status 
of conscientious objector. 

The Navy did not react favorably. For 
it was inconceivable that an individual 
that they had for four years in their own 
institution of higher education, then for 
two more years on active duty, was not a 
trained killer, a military machine. They 
could not believe that an academy grad 
would want a C.O. So they transferred 
Piland out of the advisors school and to 
the base library for enlisted men. 

All the while Piland’s activity in 
BACOM increased, as the Navy tried to 
build a case against him. They tried the 
traditional military means to change the 
mind of this young 24 year old officer. 
Their solution: transfer—isolate. 

The Navy informed Gordon Piland that 
he was going to a naval communications 
and air dispatch station in Adak, Alaska. 
Adak a piace described as the “American 
version of Siberia.”’ Adak, a small remote 
island in the Aleutians, totally controlled 
by the Navy. Located 200 miles east of 
Amchitka, Adak has six telephone lines 
off the island to the outside world, with 
the Navy able to exercise de facto control 
over all communications with the outside 
world in their little island paradise. 





Is this how the Navy deals with those 
who dissent? Gordon Piland began to find 
out 

Since he filed an application for a C.O., 
the Navy was obliged to hold hearings on 
the matter. This included examination by 


a chaplin, a psychiatrist, a “fitness 


report” from his commanding officer, 
and the assignment to an _ impartial 
hearing officer. 

How was the Navy operating in this 
whole affair? According to Piland they 
have never granted a C.O. to an academy 
graduate. The court has always ordered 
the Navy to grant C.O.s. “I am not 
hopeful of having it granted in the Navy,” 
said Piland. “I could probably have Billy 
Graham, and the Pope as character 
witnesses and they still would act 
unfavorably. The Navy is sort of reluctant 
to admit that an academy graduate can 
ever be a C.0.” 

The Navy deals with this kind of 
Situation in many ways. “They have tried 
to influence the hearing officer who takes 
my case,’ Piland commented. “‘He’s 
supposed to be an impartial officer and in 
his judgment he decides whether or not I 
am aC.O. They fabricated the results of a 
conversation that | had with a captain 
and sent it to my hearing officer, saying 
that these facts should be considered 
when looking into my C.O. status when 
in fact, the facts to be considered were 
fabrications.” 

Gordon Piland expresses his 
commitment when he states, “The Navy 
keeps wanting me to explain why I don’t 
want to kill, but they should be 
¢* laining to me why [| should kill.”’ He 
feeis tha basic attitude of the military 
disregards the rights of human beings: 
employing a caste system, separating 
officers from enlisted men. The system 
creates a natural elitism. Officers on ship 
get better treatment, better food, a state 
room, a private shower, while enlisted 
men have to share all facilities with 200 
other men. It is this kind of feeling along 
with Piland’s solid commitment in action 
as well that compels the Navy to exile

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Gordon Piland. His activities have 
included speaking before 30,000 people 
at the November 6 Peace March and Rally 
in San Francisco, helping or organize the 
First International GI rights convention 
in October, a session devoted to helping 
Gis gain the knowledge of what their 
rights are and how to preserve their rights 
plus express their opposition against the 
war without punitive action from the 
military. He is an active member in the 
Bay Area Concerned Military, working 
with other Gls in Bacom no matter what 
rank or station, to achieve a goal of 
peace, and end a system of coercive 
militarism, to go beyord the psychology 
of militarism. 

But the military, and much of society 
still seems intent on testing the faith of 
an individual who is convinced that 
destroying human lives through violent 
warfare is not a solution. 

Gordon Piland’s case came to 
Sacramento District Federal Court 
yesterday. There, the court, the law of 
society, will decide whether Gordon 
Piland is sincere in his beliefs, or if 
Gordon Piland has the right to believe 
that war is immoral and killing people is 
not inherently good. 

Speaking for the rights of GI's, the 
rights of human beings, Congressman Ron 
Dellums of Berkeley, eloquently stated 
Gordon’s feeling during the First 
International GI Rights Convention, 
“Older people don’t go to war, because 
they are in love with life: they have a 
house, a family. They don’t want to go to 
war and risk their lives—-so they send their 
children. The ‘"! is told that he is going to 
fight for freedom. Freedom for What? 
Freedom for the powerful, freedom for 
the old, but they don’t want to risk their 
own lives, so send the children.

While the abolishment of queen 
contests May seem a trivial matter to some 
observers, such was not the tenor of the 
meeting Friday afternoon. 

To those supporting the ban, it was a 
smali but necessary battle in the war 
against sexism. At the heart of much of 
the oppression women bear is the concept 
of the body beautiful. Beauty contests as 
the proselitizers of an imaginary ideal 
serve to place many women in the 
awkward positon of having to strive for 
false ideais if they wish 
acceptance,popularity or success. If the 
only road to one’s goal is portrayed to be 
that of a beautiful body, then any woman

Review 


Rimers of Eldritch 


“When I think of the evil in this world ” declares the 
middle aged bitty, Mrs. Truit, she denotes thelivesthat she and 
the people of Eldritch have made for themselves. Throughout 
Landford Wilson’s play, The Rimers of Eldritch, there is a 
painful awareness of the lies people sow, nourish and harvest 
to sustain their existence. The drama is well balanced with 
enough reality to place the characters of Eldritch in our own 
community. Wilson's play is a statement of indignation, not 
allowing for any hero to come waltzing in with goodness, truth 
and well-veing. What he offers is an anti-hero in the person of 
a dirty, old peeping-tom who has a knack for knowing “‘all 
right” folks from “no good sons of bitches.” 

The setting of the stage and lights were sinply engineered to 
enhance the clear meaning of the play, Director Herbert W. 
Kline guided his cast to portray the flavor of mid-western 
speech with the clarity that is essential to the characters. The 
collage method of periodically repeating lines and scenes 
affords the audience a chance to indulge themselves in the 
mounting suspense. As the lines and scenes are given, added to 
and repeated, they take on new meaning and importance for 
the play. The cast gave just plain good performances ~—so there 
is little to gripe about. Michael Beckett, as the old, peeping 
tom Skelly Mannor might show a little less ease when getting 
up and down off the floor, but he has captured and presented 
his character realistically. It is hard to know if Landford 
Wilson doesn’t know anything about 14 year old girls or if 
Richi Alves overacted her part as the crippled Eva Jackson. 
Eva came across more like a spoiled 8-year-old than an unloved 
14 year old girl. Janice Akers as Patsy Johnson, Kenneth Koc 
as Robert “Driver Jr.” Conklin gave fine performances with 
strong support from the rest of the cast. 

The play runs again Nov. 17-20 in the Playwright’s Theater 
on campus. Tickets are $1.00 with a student body card and

A DYING CULTURE 


To those supporting the 
continuance of the tradition it was 
another battle to save aremnantof a dying 
culture. Gone are the days of school 
spirit, of rallies, of the big game. Only 
homecoming is left of the glory that once 
was. And now, even it, the most sacred of 
holies, was under attack. 

The proposed action of the committee 
was to ban all beauty contest« The issue, 
however quickly focused orHomecoming 
by reason of its proximity to the issue.. 


The supporters of the contest, incapably 
led by former IFC president Bill Woods. 
emphasised two main points. Firstly, that 
the contest did no harm and secondly 
that no “girls” were ever forced to enter a 
contest. Any “girl” who wished to 
participate, did so of her own free will. 

The women proceeded to show the 
harm that suchcontestscould do. Reading 
statements from former Homecoming 
Queen Becky Schleicher as well as others 
from former Camellia princesses, they 
told of the degrading roles they were 
supposed to assume. Their purpose was 
not to be a womanbuta frilly toy used to 
push a product. Of the insults to their 
status as human beings capable of 
independent, coherent thought. In short, 
they portrayed a picture of queens and 

Princesses being little more than

breathing Barbie dolls, and even then 
they were told to breathe softly lest 
anyone get the misimpression that what 
pranced before them was a human entity. 

Woods, and others, agreed that 
although such might be true of other 
contest, it was not so with Homecoming. 
Homecomingwas a social activity a 
form of “organized girl watching.” 

SATISFIED 

Kris Hanson and Elora Poitras 
contestants in this year’s homecoming 
contest both testified that they did not 
feel degraded or used. That they ran for 
their own motives, not to achieve an 
elusive goal and that they were satisfied 
with the results. It was countered, 
however, that even though they viewed 
their roles as such, others saw it 
differently. They were not judged on 
their motives, or their activity in campus 
affairs but by “the size of your boobs and 
the shape of your ass.”’ As if to prove this 
point, a story in the Sacramento Bee the 
following day which purported to cover 
the meeting, said of Chris Hansen’s well 
presented statement“Her best arguement 
was hey own sweater clad figure.”’ 

Other arguments denied the concept of 
the contest being one of free will 
Principally, it was argued, thatthere could 
be no true free choice when only one 
option was offered. If a woman’s most 
evident avenue to success is her beauty, 
then she will obviously choose the route 
that will make the most use of that 
feature. It became a question of being 
conscious of what the action of 
participating really meant. Or, as one 
woman commented4fterwords “Wouldn't 
you try to stop someone from jumping 
off a cliff.” 


“FREE WILL” 

The argument continued: the women 
who exercise their “free will” are not 
doing so as individuals. By their actions, 
all other women will be judged. Do not 
the women who choose not to be judged 
by their bodies have a right to end a 
system that perpetuates such judgement? 

The meeting was more than an 
opportunity foradecison to be made 
regarding beauty contests. It was an 
educational experience. At times 
assuming the appearance of a 
confrontation between Greeks and the 
Women’s Caucus, it was one of the few 
times when members of these two groups 
spoke to each other. More than trying to 
persuade the committee, the spokesman 
for the opposing views tried to persuade 
each other. 


While fraternity men proclaimed the 
innocence of the Homecoming Queen 
contest, others in the room tried to 
portray how, assuming for the sake of 
argument it was so, it tied into the whole 
realm of sexism that currently exists 


SEXISM/RACISM 


The comparison was drawn with one of 
racism when the committee and 
attendants were asked to think of the 
request for a ban in terms of “‘a group of 
Students concerned about racism asking 
for a ban on the ‘Steppin Fetchit of the 
Year Contest’ ”’ 

Unfortunately, however, despite the 
abundance of talk, there was little 
communication, Although the committee 
decision supported those concerned 
about the sexism the contest exemplified, 
few of those, if any, who came io defend 
the contest were persuaded otherwise

John McClure, chairman of the 
committee rather summed up the 
Situation ‘in his own way. He felt that the 
immediate question at hand was one o 
freedom of expression. The Queer 
contest, he believed was conducted i: 


good taste “Unlike the action of some of 
the women who exhibited poor taste in 
the pinching of butts of some of the male 
students of the quad when the queen 
candidates were presented.’ McClure, like 
many others, failed to realize that this 
was exactly the point the women were 
trying to make~—that the entire situation 
was in poor taste—that it was no more 
moral or ethical or less degrading to judge 
a woman solely on her physical attributes 
than it was to pinch the rear of her 
escort.

Nobody talks about 
upcoming games anymore when there are problems of the world to be 
solved. 

For some, Far Western Conference football is too “small time” when 
there are teams like Stanford and UC around. Others are genuinely not 
sports-minded. The main reason, however, for the smaller number of 
spectators is that football is contrary to the times. It is a violent, hard 
hitting game, in a time of longing for peace. It is competition, in an age 
where our competitive social structure is being challenged. Many 
students see athletics as a reflection of the establishment and treat it 
with the same disdain. 

Not only have most students forsaken the “rah rah” attitude in 
college sports, but athletes themselves are usually no longer caught up 
in their own glory. The typical football hero, with a cheerleader on 
each “rm, no longer exists. The image of the ignorant “jock” that is 






tutored through school, is outmoded. Athletes have been getting 
outside their previously limited worlds and have become aware of other 
problems. 

College track teams across the nation protested, and in some cases 
cancelled, meets following the National Guard shootings at Kent State. 
Several athletic teams have refused to compete against Brigham Young 
University, accusing the institution of racial prejudice. Most of today’s 
college athletes recognize the problems in society and realize these 
problems will have a more lasting effect on their lives than their athletic 
careers will. 

Despite the lack of interest in college athletics at. Sacramento State, 
sports can fulfill a valuable function. People need an emotional outlet 
to get away from the problems in the world, in the community and at 
school A little escapism from relevancy, would give the student’s 
relevant brain a relevant rest. Athletics provide the escape. 

People do not go to football games to see full grown men pound each 
other senseless. Those who understand the game know there is more to 
it than that. It is an emotional game for the spectators as well as the 
players. The feeling of oneness with the crowd. To get close to and 
behind a team of individuals.

Periodicals have provided a 
foundation for research data in 
the project. Kowitz listed 
“Consumer Reports,” ‘“Today’s 
Health,” and “FDA Reports” as 
three publications that have 
served as valuable references. 
Using these sources, the students 
have been able to classify 
hazardous toys into 5iX 
categories. 

These categories include toys 
made with toxic paint or 
material, missile toys that are 
thrown or projected and toys 
that present an electical or fire 
hazard. Other categories are: 
toys that produce noise levels 
dangerous to the ear, infant toys 
that come apart and toys that 
shatter, splinter or break when 
stress of play is applied. 

Currently the Food and Drug 
Administration has 150 toys on 
its list which are banned from 
toy shelves. However, Kowitz 
emphasized that those are not 
the only hazardous toys, hence 
the reason for the project to 


educate parents to the fact. 
Mentioning war toys, Kowitz 
stated “I don’t think there is any 
excuse for a war toy.” 

The toy project is currently 
researching “alternative” toys. 
The students have designed two 
criteria. for determining the 
suitability of toys intended for 
children: durability and 
versatility. Kowitz described 
durability as the ability of a toy 
to withstand the stress of play 
without breaking. He explained

All of the data gathered in the 
first two phases of the project 
will be integrated into the TV 
show scheduled to be presented 
on channel six in early 
December.
